WITNESS MELL ELLIOTT 
DENOUNCES THE JUDGE

He Pays Fine for Contempt and 
Again Abuses the Judge, Using 
Oaths —Was Arrested, but 
Failed to Appear — Will 
Be Arrested Again. 


A remarkable scene occurred in Jus- 
tiee Dodgen’s court, 441 1-2 Marietta 
sireet, last Friday morning, when 4 
witness proceeded to “cuss out’ the 
judge on the bench. The scene had 4 
sequel in the recorder’s court Satur- 
day morning when it was stated that 
the police had been called in to help 
Justice Dodgen punish the refractory 
witness, who had put up a small cash 
bond of $10.75 and failed to appear for 
Jedge Briles to get a whack at him. 

Recorder Broyles declared that the 
cash bond was too small, and an order 
was issued for the rearrest of Mell El- 
liott, the witness who caused such a 
eensation and so much consternation in 
the count room of Justice Dodgen. 

On last Friday morning Justice Dod- 
gen was hearing a case against one 
Leake, and Mell Elliott was a witness 
against the defendant. When the evi- 
dence was all in and the lawyers had 
made thejr arguments, Justice Dodgen 
decided in Leake’s favor; and dismissed 
the case. 

This judgment was not at all to the 
liking of Witness Elliott, and he walk- 
ed up to the judge’s bencn and said, 
with what Darktown calls ‘‘perflamed 
langeridge.”’ 

“You haven't got as much Dbianketty, 
blanketty, blank sense as ‘he man you 
turned looge.”’ 

He Was Taken Aback. 

The judge, at first taken aback by 
such a sudden assault of words, stared 
at the man,.and.then-.announcet that 
he would fine him $2 for contempt of 
court. 

Elliott paid the fine, 
Some more_ “perflamed 
show his contempt for both the 
and filthy lucre. 

The law allows a justice of the peace 
to only fine a person $5 for contempt of 
court. Justice Dodgen might, if he 
had chosen to do so, piled up E\llio't’s 
contempt fines until he couldn't pay 
them, and then consigned him to the 
county jail. 

He decided, however, to have Elliott 
arrested and notified the city police. 
Eliott was taken to the barracks, 
where he made a deposit of $10.75 and 
left. He was not present in the police 
court when the caSe was called, and it 
Was continued until the recorder’s order 
for his rearrest could be carried out. 
Up to a late hour yestreday he had not 
been arrested. 

Judge Talks About It. 
Justice Dodgen, in speaking of ,the 
scene created in his court room by 
Mell Elliott, said: 

“Why, the fellow just stood up in my 
face and used the roughest language, 
and while my court was In session and 
I was on the bench. There were pres- 
ent two ladies, a visitor and my ste- 
nographer. It was perfectly outrageous, 
and Judge Broyles did just right in not 
accepting a small collateral of $10 for 
such an offense. Elliott seemed ‘to be 
drinking, and that may, {n a measure, 
explain hig queer conduct.” 

If Biliott is found again he will be 
either held for trial or made to put up 
a& large cash bond.

TO ELECTRIFY TRANS-BAY LINES. 


Southern Pacific Has Made Contract 
for $900,000 Power House. 
Chicago, September 22.—All doubt regard- 
ing the purpose of the Southern Pacific to 
immediately electrify its trans-bay lines at 
San Francisco was removed yesterday when 
announcement was made that the~ company 
had awarded a $900,000 contract for the erec- 

tion of a power house at Fruitvale. 

This power house will be the central station 
for Oakland, Berkeley, Alameda and Fruit- 
vale lines and the expenditures for over- 
head work and for substations will bring 
the total cost up to $8,000,000. The con- 
tracts were let in New York dey Cee 2 
Baboock, electrical engineer for the Southern 
Pacific. As the Southern Pacific does the 
largest suburban business of any railroad in 
the world, the enterprise of electrifying its 
suburban lines out of San Francisco is being 
‘watched with great interest. 

The cars will be run in solid trains with an 
electrical motor at each end of the train, the 
power being delivered by an overhead trolley. 
Each car will have a seating capacity of 
eighty people. It is stated that the necessity 
for electrification came by reason of. a great 
increase in suburban traffic.

23 GOVERNORS 10 JON 
ROOSEVELT PROCESSION 


Wherever the President and His 
Gubernatorial Train Stops En- 
tertainment Will Be Pro- 
vided on the Most Lavish 
Scale—He Leaves in 
a Week. 


Washington, September 22.—While the 
preparations of President Roosevelt's 
trip have not been completed, the pro- 
gram has been sufficiently arranged 


to make it certain that the tour will} 


be the most spectacular ever under- 
taken by him. He. will leave a week 
from today and will be absent from 
the seat of government until October 
23 or 24. 

The trip has three distinctive objects: 
The dedication of the McKinley mauso- 
leum at Canton, Ohio, the inspection of 
the Mississippi river with a view to 
arousing interest in a ship channel 
from its modth to Keokuk, Iowa, and 
the great lakes, and the securing of a 
period of recreation for the chief ex- 
ecutive before the beginning of the 
duties of the winter. 

Incidentally there will be some 
speeches on the return journey, which 
will deal with current issues. 

The stay at Canton on Monday, the: 
30th, will be only little more than) 
sufficient duration to permit the pres- 
ides#t to pay his tribute to the memory 
of his immediate predecessor, but he 
will there meet Vice President Fair- 
banks and a number of other people 
of note, and will make a long speech. 

Down the Father of Waters. 

He will then proceed direct to Keo- 
kuk, where, Tuesday, October |, he will 
be given a public reception, deliver an 
address and begin his journey by boat | 
down the Father of Waters, saidto be; 
with the exception of a short voyage 
by President Pierce, the first trip on 
the river ever made by a president. At 
Keokuk the presidential party will be 
met by the governors of twenty-three 
states, interested in projects looking 
to the deepening of the channel of the: 
Mississippi and the general improve- 
ment of navigation, and these will, 
constitute his guard of honor to Mem- 
phis, where the party will arrive Oc. 
tober 4. There will be two important 
stops on thevoyage, at St. Louis on the 
24d. and at Cairo on the 34, and/ 
at both points speeches bearing upon 
the country’s future will be delivered 
by the president. 

Reports from all points at whic? 
stops are to be made, indicate that the 
party will be entertained on a lavisn 
scale throughout. At Keokuk there will 
be a water pageant and many citizens 
will convey the president down the 
river in crafts of all sorts for twenty or 
thirty miles and a number of them will

MOORISH CAMPS ARE BURNED 


Tribesmen Assailed the French 
Troops, Who Were Formed in 
e« Hollow Squares, but Breke 

Under a Galling Fire. 
Brilliant March by 
the French. 


Casa Blanca, September 22.—Negotia- 
tions for the cessation of hostilities hav- 
ing failed, General Drude today resumed | 
the offensive and burned the Moorish 
camps at Jidi Brahim, south of Casa 
Blanca and dispersed the tribesmen who 
offered but little resistance. These op- 
erations were chiefly notable for a bril- 
liant forced march of the French troops, 
who covered forty’ kilometers inside of 
twelve hours. 

The expedition, consisting of 2,000 in- 
fantry with a detachment of cavalry, ar- 
tillery and native auxilaries, left camr 
before dawn and formed into two hol- 
low squres one behind the other. In 
this formation they marched some dis- 
tance under the cover of darkness and 
unobserved by the tribesmen. <A heavy 
morning sea fog came up at daybreak 
and forced a half hour’s halt, quring 
which shots fired by the advance guards 
gave the alarm to the enemy. The 
tribesmen came up in large numbers but 
a vigorous attack by the first square) 
s00n dispersed them. No further stand 
was made by the enemy during the 
march, although scattered groups of 
horsemen harassed the French flanks. 

After the destruction of the camps 
had been effected the tribesmen returned 
to the attack, a troop of cavalry, re- 
pelling a spirited charge by the Moorish 
horsemen. The French then abandonea 
their defensive formation and marched 
in column to camp. 

Their losses were one killed and ten 
wounded.

Sheriff and Deputies En Route to 
Jail With Negro When Masked 
Méh Appeared, Seized Pris- 
oner and Put Him to 
Death—Negro Identi- 
fled by Victim. 


Mobile, Ala., September 22.—(Special.) 
Not over a dozen determined masked 
men took Mose Dossett, colored, from 
two deputy sheriffs this morning at 
2 o'clock, three miles from this city, 
and taking him into a swamp hanged | 
him to a tree. 

The crime for which Dossett was 
swung into eternity at the end of a 
clothes line was an attempted assault 
upon Mrs. J. Beeder, a widow, residing 
in a suburb of this city.. The lynch- 
ing was done in a rainstorm and only 
one shot was fired-at the man after 
his body was strung up. 

No Clue to Lynchers. 

There is not the slightest clue to the 
men who did the lynching. Deputy 
Sheriff. Charlies Smith and Hutch 
Adams, who was. assisting him, 
said that the men who took the 
prisoner, took the negro away 
from them about a mile from the scene 
of the crime. They were armed with 
shotguns and pistols. The attempted 
assault upon the. widow occurred about 
8:30 o’clock Saturday night. She was 
seated in her bedroom aloné at the 
time reading a newspaper. The negro 
managed to get into the rear door of 
the house without Mrs. Beeder’s 
knowledge that the entrance was being 
effected. Mrs.’ Beeder’s first warning 
of the presence of the negro in the 
house was when she felt the presnce 
of some one just to her side and slight- 
ly back of her. She turned to find Dos- 
set sitting on the floor be- 
side her chair, but Slightly 
to the rear. 

_ “'\Widew Screamed. 

On seeing the negro it is stated that 
Mrs. Beeder immediately jumped, 
whereupon the negro sprang to his feet 
and before the woman had time toe 
make any outcry, she was seized by 
the black brute. Feeble as she is, 
desperation gave Mrs. Beeder strength 
and she wrenched herself from the 
negro'’s clasp, screaming loudly at the 
game time. On loosening herself, the 
woman made a dash for the front 
door, the negro springing after her. 
Mrs. Beeder continued to scream, 
however, and these screams seemed to 
frighten the negro, who immediately 
took to his heels and escaping through 
the back door, made good his escape 
before the aroused neighbors could 
reach the scene. ' 

As soon as the news was noted, busi- 
ness practically came to a standstill 
and almost every one went on the 
hunt for the negro.

Montgomery, Ala., September 22.—(Special.) 
Demonstrations made at Maplesville of creo- 
soting wood of al] kinds to prepare it for re- 
sisting the ravages of age fungus recently 
prove that the treatment can be applied 
without the aid of hot water, which has 
heretofore been considered absolutely neces- 
sary, necessitating the use of very expensive 

machinery. 

Clerk C. H. Billingsley, of the department 
of agriculture, and Government Expert Cc. 3 Pa 
Hill retufned from Maplesvillé this morning, 
bringing with them samples of wood treated 
by the cold water process. Mr. Hill stated 
that he believed that this is just as effective 
as the steaming, as the posts were entirely 
saturated. Further experiments are to be 
made, and if the plan of having but one tank 
with only cold oil in it is found feasible 
farmers will find it within. their means to 
prepare all of their fence posts, shingles, etc., 
with the creosote mixture and increase their 
age by twenty years.

SAYS WE HAMPER INDUSTRIES. 


Zimmerman Says They Do Things 
Better in England. 

New York, September 228.—Eugene Zimmer- 
man, the Cincinnati capitalist who has just 
returned from a visit with his daughter, the 
duchess of Manchester, and her husband, on 
their Irieh estate, said in an interview here: 

“The British government helps Ireland and 
her colonies with monetary aid end I saw 
many instances where the Irish people had re- 
turned from America and reestablished them- 
selves for, life in Ireland. The British gov- 
ern neourages its industries, but here 
the policy of our government has been to 
hamper them. I know there has been an at- 
tempt to regulate industries, but nevertheless 
there has been much hampering. I refer spe- 
cifically to the railroads.’’

The countess is one of those sedue- 
tive sirens luring men to destruction 
that you read about sometimes in novels 
and then doubt if their counterpart in 
real life ever existed. She is not yet 
thirty and time has merely ripened her 
beauty. Her face gives the lie to physi- 
ognomy. With her deep, soulful eyes 
She lookaeougelie-m-Eier beauty, perhaps, 
is a heritage from her Irish ancestry, 
for she is descended from a gallant 
Irishman named O’Rouke, who settled in 
Russia a hundred years ago. 


ried Count Tarnovski, a Russian noble- 
man of ancient lineage and possessed 
of large estates. After a few years she 
jtired of her husband and solaced herself 
with a lover. Tiring of him, too, she 
denounced him in an anonymous letter 
to the count. The result was the count 
challenged him and killed him in a duel. 
He was the first man to lose his life 
for‘the countess. How many more she 
has been instrumental in sending to an 
untimely grave nobody knows, for the 
Vienna police have not yet traced her 
career in full. 

The death of one lover left her freer 
to ensnare others. But Count Tarnove 
ski's eyes were opened at last an din- 
stead of issuing more challenges to fight 
duels he procured a divorce.

The result was that his law practice went 
all to pieces, his wife got a divorce from 
him and he fled from Russia with $25,- 
000 with which he had been entrusted 
by clients before he wag ensnared in 
the toils of the countess. Prilukof* 
tagged after her about Europe. She 
picked up other victims in ihe coursé 
of her peregrinations, and discarded 
therh as it suited her convenience, but 
Prilukoff was always kept in tow. 

He was her emergency man. He tried 
to poison himself once, he sald, to get 
rid of his troubles, but the doctors 0% 
to work on him with a stomach pump in 
time to save his life. That he now re- 
gards as a misfortune, for if he does not 
swing for his share in the murder of 
Count Kamarovsky he will certainly get 
a long term of ‘penal servitude.

P The Count in Her Toils. 

_ In the course of her travels the count- 
ess chanced to meet Count Kamarovsky, 
an old acquaintance whom she had iost 
track of for some time, because the 
count as captain of the Cossack Guards, 
had gone to the front in the war against 
Japan and had there been severely 
wounded. The count had lots of money 
and the countess wanted money badly, 
for Prince Naumoff had about exhaust- 
ed his immediate resources on her ac- 
count and Prilukoff had been dead 
broke for two years or more. 

' With the countess, of cOurse, the first 
preliminary to getting hold of a man's 
money was to make him fall in love 
with her. He had a wife at the ‘ime, 
She brought a suit for divorce against 
the count, but before the case came UP 
for trial she simplified matters by dying. 
Then Count Kamarovsky and the Count- 
ess Tarnovski became formally engageu. 

The count lavished gifts upon her. 
When she went out driving with him in 
Vienna she created a sensation by the 
splendor of her toilet and the mag- 
nificence of her jewels. She spent much 
time with him in Venice, too, where the 
count had a handsome villa on the 
Campo Santo Mona del Giglio, 

But marriage with him formed no part 
et her plans. It was his wealth she cov- 
eted alid marriage might prove 4n Ob- 
stacle rather than an aid to its com- 
plete possession. She got the count to 
insure his life in he: favor for $100,000, 
Prilukeff selected the company in which 
it was taken out. The countess told him 
to make sure that in case the count was 
killed there could be no question of dis- 
puting the payment, Her next siep was 
to induce the count to execute a Will in 
her favor by which, in the event of his 
death, the whole of his great for.une 
would be hers. The count was so madly 
in love with her that he was willing to 
accede to her every request. 

She Planned Death of Count. 

The one thing to be done to make her 
an enormously wealthy woman was to 
get rid of the count. She asked Prilu- 
koff to do the job for her, promising 
to reward him by marrying him and 
sharing the count’s fortune with him. 
Whether she ever had any intention of 
redeeming the pledge is doubtful. 

Prilukoff took lessons in shooting and 
@etudied other methods of assassination. 
‘According to the confession of the 
countess, the plan originally arranged 
was that Prilukoff should take the 
same train by which the count was to 
travel from. Vienna to Venice, by some 
pretext get into the compartment which 
the count would have reserved for him- 
self, engage him in conversation, offer 
him a narcotized cigarette, and, when 
it had rendered him unconscious, shoot 
him.

as a murderer and refuse to marry him. 
Probably she would not have married 
him, but it would not have been be- 
cause he had played the role of an 
assassin. Prilukoff gave her credit for 
more scruples than she possessed. 

But with Prilukoff balking, it became 
necessary to employ a more daring tool 
to get the count out of the way. The 
countess summoned Prince Naumoff to 
Vienna. The prince was only 25, hot- 
blooded and impetuous and madly 
jealous of any one who stood between 
him and the countess. He had already 
sent Count Kamarovsky a letter threat- 
ening to kill him if he cut him out. She 
told the prince that she had intended 
to go no further than a flirtation with 
the count, but that his persecution had 
rendered him detestable to her, 

Used Her Love as a Lure. 

She assured the prince that he was 
the only man she had ever really loved, 
and offered him the same terms as she 
had offered Prilukof&, and the more 
venturesome prince eagerly accepted 
them. 

The wicked siren had not the slight- 
est intention of carrying out her bar- 
gain with the prince. Prilukoff was 
cognizant of the arrangements made 
with him, The pair set to work on a 
scheme by which, in the event of the 
prince’s mission of assassination suc- 
ceeding they hoped their own safety 
would be assured. 

It was a plot within a plot, by which 
it was to be made to appear that the 
countess and Prilukoff had striven to 
save the count from the vengeance of 
his jealous rival. The prince was to 
kill the count at his villa in Venice, 
journeying from Vienna for that pur- 
pose. Prilukoff preceded him thither 
with a couple of detectives and posted 
them about the villa. That would sub- 
stantiate the stary he was to tell—and 
did tell when first arrested—that .the 
countess had dispatched him to Venice 
to take precautions to ensure Count 
Kamarovsky’s safety because she had 
heard the jealous prince uttter threats 
against the count’s life. And that he 
had really threatened the count’s life 
the letter- to the count would prove. 
As to any charge that she was a party 
to the plot to murder the count, they 
were to be met—as they were at first— 
by her indignant and scornful denials. 
The pair calculated that as they had 
planned things it would be impossible 
to prove, whatever the prince might 
say, that they had any share in the 
count’s assassination. | 

Failed to Tell Detectives. 

It, was part of the scheme that the 
detectives were to capture the prince 
as he left the villa. 
do. Prilukoff, with his two men, were 
actually in front of: the’ count’s villa 
when the prince entered it. But he did 
not tell the detectives that the. prince 
was going there to shoot the count. 
That would have prevented the murder 
and the prevention of the murder 
would, of course, prevent the countess 
from getting possession of the count’s 
fortune. That was the first point that 
caused the police to doubt the gen- 
uiness of the story told by the countess 
and Prilukoff that all their efforts had 
been aimed at saving the count from 
the danger that threatened him. 

The only order Prilukoff gave to the 
detectives was to seize anybody who 
rushed out of the house. They pounced 
On @ man who ran out to give the 
alarm and the prince escaped them only 
to be arrested by the Italian police 
later. 

The count lingered for some days 
after he was shot. 
Prilukoff were arrested in Vienna after 
they had collected the insurance money 
on the count’s life. Their trial and that 
of the prince will take place in Venice, 
where the crime was committed.

ACCIDENT CLAIM IS MADE 


Langston Claims That Killing of Orr 
Was Accidental — Statement of 
Woman Witness Contradicts 
This Statement of the 
Macon Yoouth. 


Macon, Ga., September 22.—(Special.)— 
With the statements of the only two eye 
witnesses being directly contrary to 
each other regarding the killing of E!- 
mer Orr, last Wednesday on the public 
road at Balley’s mill, seven miles west 
of Macon, John Langston, a single man 
19 years of age, will go to a commit- 
ment hearing before Justice J, P. Bur- 
nett Tuesday morning. 

The young man is now in Bibb county 
jail under charge of murder. He makes 
a’statement altogether different from 
that of Mrs. M. Momand, a farmer’s Wife 
who swore before Coroner T. E. 10un€e 
that she was in a cotton patch near the 
roadside when- ithe difficulty occurred 
in which Elmer Orr lost his life and saw 
the entire proceedings. 

She declares that Langston shot ~tle 
Orr was seated in his road cart and 
while the dead man had no opportunity 
to defend himself. The difficulty, she 
said, arose over the meeting of the two 
teams in the road and from what sne 
gathered, according to her evidence, 
Langston was driving rapidly and Had 
all the appearances of having been Un- 
der the influence of liquor at the time 
the tragedy occurred, She said there 
was no scuffle and that nothing occur- 
red except the words that passed and 
the shooting that followed. 

On the other hand Langston claims 
that when the teams became entangled 
both men jumped out and grappled 
for the gun in the wagon Langston 
was driving. He said both fell down 
an é@émbankment in an effort to get 
possession, and that while one man 
had one end and the’ other had an- 
other, the gun accidentally went off 
and the load killed Orr outright. The 
shooting was an accident, according 
to the prisoner. 


The tragedy has excited considerable 
comment i nthe community. Orr was 
considered a steady, sober man and a 
-peacetul citizen. Or, it 1s sald, thought 
Langston had killed one of his dogs 
several months ago and thus the two 
were at outs before the fatal meet- 
ing. Langston said it was not he, 
but a brother who had killed Orr's 
dog. The case will cause a great deal 
of interest in the court when the inves- 
togation takes place. Attorney Thom- 
as Cochran has been retained by the 
prisoner for the fight against being 
committed for murder.

‘For Months Citizens Thought Gang | 


os Rustiers Was at Work—The 
Girl Is Only 16 Years Old 
and Is the Daughter of a 
Respectable Family. 


Spokane, Wash., September 22.—Chief 
Deputy Sherify Ledgerwood led an arm- 
ed posse into the ‘foothills: in the Col- 
vie district, in Stevens county, north 
of Spokane, today, and, instead of over- 
taking a gang of horsethieves and cat- 
tle-rustiers and engaging in a running 
fight, they encountered Biizabeth Pas- 
chilk, a gentle-mannered school girl, 
16 years of age, making ready ‘to bring 
two highbred horses to Spokane. She 
confessed to stealing a large number of 
animals and ‘selling them to livery barns 
in. various parts of eastern Washing- 
ton, adding she did not have any as- 
sistance and that she found no 4iffi- 
culty in disposing of the horses for top 
cool prices, the buyers being under the 


impression she sold her grandmother's 
stock. 


The Girl Bandit Trembled. 

The girl bandit, trembling so her teeth 
chattered, did not offer any explana- 
tions for her action other than to say 
that stealing horses offered an easy 
way to fortune. She picked the best in 
the stables on the ranches she visited 
at night, and was never disturbed in 
her operations. She said in her state- 
ment to J. A. Rockford, prosecuting 
attorney of Stevens county: 

“When I read in the country papers 
that a well organized band of horse- 
thieves were working in the Colville 
valley aand terrorizing the ranchers, I 
had to laugh it seemed so ridiculous. 
The county officers had all‘ sorts of 
theories, and in telling about their 
chases after the rustlers they described 
them as daredevil] riders and dead shots 
with rifle or pistol. 

“I want to say that I never carried 
even a8 much as a pen knife, much 
less a gun. Of course, I can ride, but 
that was not necessary, as in the ma- 
jority of instances I just threw the 
harness on the horses and hitched them 
to the best vehicle in the barn. 

“Peter Paul, a rancher, near Marcus, 
probably is responsible for my arrest, 
as he kept after the authorities when 
I took his team to Spokane and sold it 
at a good figure, giving part of the 
money to my mother, I bear no {!] will 
toward Mr. Paul, but If must say he 
was careless with his stock. He urged 
upon the sheriff to send out a posse, 
which came upon me in the hills when 
I was not prepared to escape. If it 
had not been for being surrounded I 
might have got away.” 


Girl Is an Only Daughter. 

The girl, who ifs the only daughter 
of Paul Pasthilk, a mechanic in the 
town of Colville, will be tried tn the 
juvenile department of the Stevens 
county superior court, Justice W. L. 
Terry having ascertained that she is un- 
der the age of criminal ‘responsibility. 
Arrangements have been made to ‘hold 
her a prisoner in a private house until 
the case is determined. 

Sheriff Graham says he was of the 
opinion that professional thieves were 
responsible for the wholesale thefts of 
horses in the district the last 
weeks, and refused to believe any other 
theory until after he had read and veri- 
fied the statements jin the girl’s con- 
fession, in which she told of the ranches 
from which the animals were stolen, 
and to whom they were sold. The work 
was so cleverly planned and carried out, 
he said, that not a single clew was 
left for the officers, who spared noth- 
ing to tocate the bandits. 

“Think of a little girl, not yet out 
of the grade school, turning such a 
trick and getting away with it,’ he 
said. “It goes to show that theory 
and fact are often two different propo- 
sitions. 

“We have the names of the men who 
bought the stolen stock, and, of course. 
they will have to make good the ranch- 
ers’ losses.”’

The commission which has been et 
gaged for the past six months in ap 
investigation of penal systems in 
vogue throughout the United States 
has returned a report which is so 
grave an indictment of our method of 
dealing with crime as to challenge 
the thoughtful _ attention of the con- 
scientious citizen everywhere. 

The commission speaks through its 
chairman, Professor Charles R. Hen- 
derson, of the University of Chicago, 
and the summing up of its conclusions 
are thus reported and commented upon 
by The Boston Transcript: 

Its largest generalization sums up 
the prison practice that it finds fol- 
lowed throughout the country In these 
words: “Force a-man into idleness and 
give him thieves and degenerates for 
companions.”’ Well, does the report 
characterize this as a ‘‘satanic recipe 
for manufacturing crime; but hk goes

Interested, 


WHAT TERMS WILL EXPIRE. 


Majority Rule in Primary—Change 
in Manner of Election of Some 
Officials Cannot Be Made 
Until City Charter 
Is Amended, 


Next year’s city elections are much 
talked about in the city hall just now, 
and that feature which may call for all 
city officials to run before the people is 
of great interest. 

The city primary and the city election 
are peing confused. If all the city offi- 
clals are made to run before the people, 
(the city council mugt first secure a char- 
ter amendment authorizing it to make 
the necessary changes, and then after 
that the city executive committee, which 
has nothing what&Soever to do with the 
city council will, if it sees fit, order a 
| primary for the officials whose mode of 
e€lection has been changed. 

The officials whose elections may be 
| changed are now chosen by the city 
council and the various city poards. 

Next year there will be elections fer 
every office of the state of Georgia, the 
county of Fulton, the state senatoria! 
district, the congressional district, the 
city of Atlanta from comptroller down to 
coroner and city sexton. All the state 
officials, the county officials and the city 
officials who are nominated at the bal- 
lot box must be voted for. 

Efforts are being made to consolidate 
the elections, and tt is probable that they 
will all be held on the same day, some 
time in September or October. 

Keep Eye on City Election. 

Of course there is much interest in a!l 
of the elections, but the “boys” around 
the city hall are keeping their eyes on 
the city election. It is much nearer 
' home and of far more vital interest to 
‘them. 

First of all willecome the election of 
water commissioner in December to suc- 
| ceed W. S. Duncan, who will retire, and 
, it is pretty certain that Alderman Sid 
Holland will be landed. 

Then comes the. election of a city 
comptroller, J. H. Goldsmith’s term ex- 
piring the first Monday in January. 

A successor to President Frank P. Rice, 
of the water board, will have to be elect- 
ed by council on the first Monday in 
January. 
| The mayor will have to appoint a 
' whole board of park commissioners on 
'the first Monday of next January. 

The cuncil will be called to elect three 
members of the board of health at the 
first meeting in January to fill the ex- 
|pired terms of G. H. Brandon, C. J. 
Vaughan, Barnard Wolff and J. C. Har- 
rison. ‘ 

Will Elect Police Commissioners. 

On the first Monday in March the 
council will elect thrée police commis- 
Sioners to succeed W. M. Terry, S. H. 
Venable and Morris Brandon. 

One of the three tax assessors must 
be elected by vouncil on the first Mon- 
i\day in next july to succeed J. H. 
| Ewing. 
| The city officials who will be elected 
| at the ballot box next year are a city at- 
torney, commissioner of police works, 
city engineer, city sexton andcity treas- 
urer. 

In the city primary there will have to 
be chosen a mayor, eight councilmen, 
one from each ward, and two aldermen 
from the second and sixth wards. 

As the people have voted for a ma- 
ijority rule in elections and there has 
‘been a special act passed iby the legisla- 
ture for the city council to demand such 
1a rule, no candidate can be declare¢ 
|elected unless he has received a ma- 
|jority of all the votes cast. If there 
| are more than two candidates for any 
| one office and none receives a majority 
}of the votes, then there must be a sec- 
|ond primary with the two highest candi- 
|dates only on the ticket. 

If the city’s charter is amended so as 
to put all the city minsterial officers 
before the people for election then 
there must be an ordinance changing 
certain terms of office so that all of- 
ficials whose terms expire next year 
can pe voted for in the primary.

BEGIN TO BREAK 


More Cheerful Feeling is’Noted 
in New York, 


MONEY MARKET IS BETTER 


Easier Tendency Not Only in Re- 
gard to Call Loans, but Also ig 
Regard to Time Money—Sus- @ 
tained Activity in Gen- 
eral Trade.

New York, September 22.—A more 
cheerful feeling over the financial out- 
look has emerged through the clouds 
in the movement of the.stock mar- 
ket. These clouds were gathered for 
the most part over the metal indus- 
tries, especially copper. 
copper has made further decline and 
Plans for radical curtailment of out- 
put have been officially announced by 
the great producers. Hopes are enter- 
tained that the level of stability in 
the trade is near and that the with- 
held demand will develop and the mar- 
Ket right itself. Fears that a similar 
experience awaited the iron and steel 
trade have grown less acute. A re- 
viving demand for iron is already re- 
ported. 


Money Market Better. 


The most important ° factor in the 
sentiment is the betterment of the 
money market and its prospect. With 
the passing of the special syndicate 
requirements of the New York city 
bond sale and _ subscription to the 
Union Pacific convertible bonds the 
money market has shown an easing 
tendéncy which has applied not only 
to call loans, but to the time loans 
branch. A feature of the money mar- 
ket, however, is the unusually large 
offering of mercantile paper and the 
continued high rates commanded by 
high grades. This is the reflection of 
the sustained activity ih general trade 
as reported to the mercantile agencies 
from various parts of the country. 
The condition of the banks of the 
country reflects the same conditions to 
a large extent, the fact being revealed 
by the compilation of the reports of 
the national banks to the comptrollers 
as Of August 22. 

Expansion on Loans. 

It is subject that dur- 
ing a period by such 
drastic securities 
market there has occurred, neverthe- 
less, an expansion in loans of the na- 
tional banks of $47,440,277 over the 
preceding call on May 20 of this year, 
while the comparison with September 
4 of last year shows a loan increase of 
$37 9,600,652. Turning to the state- 
ments of the New York clearing house 
banks for the same period, however, it 
is found that loans of those institu- 
tions on August 24 were $38,237,500 
less than on May 25 and only $24,412,- 
400 more than of September i, 1906, 
This discrepancy is emphasized by the 
showing of the New York State Trust 
Companies, which showed on August 
22 a contraction of $37,000,000 in 
loans on collateral compared with 
June 4 The inference is plain that 
the principal pressure for credits has 
been on the banks of the country at 
large. The number of bans report- 
ing also on August 22 had increased to 
6,544 compared with 6,429 on May 20 
and 6,137 on September 4, 1906. Mean-

The government's ekcess of 
receipts over expenditures for the cur- 
rent month also is some $5,000,000 less 
than in the corresponding period last 
vear. Foreign money markets have 
become so far reassured over the situ- 
ation here that they no longer mani- 
fest anxiety over any demands from 
here, The money market at Berlin 
is in straitened circumstances yet, 
but discounts are declining in London 
and a. reduction tn the Bank of 
England rate is considered a proba- 
bility. 

The outlook for cotton exports is 
not so clear and the better prospects 
for that crop have had material effect 
on the price of cotton. The sustained 
high level of the value of imports of 
merchandise is another modifying fac- 
tor in the exchange situation, the re- 
sult being to bring the trade 
in our favor fer August down to near 
the vanishing point.

FINDS ATLANTA QUIET 


Sunday was the anniversary of the 
big Atlanta riot but the day found the 
city quiet and peaceful, with not a sign 
to remind one of the day one year ago, 
other than the mute figures on the cal- 
der. 

The riot began on 
September 22, 1906. At first a mere 
@treet disturbance, beginning about 9 
o'clock at night, it rapidly became more 
serious, until found them- 
selves absolutely to handle the 


situation. and the members of the fire

tacking every negro in signt.

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DR. BROUGHTON TALKS 
OF A LITERAL HELL 


ro 


Text: “Whoséever was not found 
written in the book of life was 
cust into the lake of fire.” 


“Does the Bible teach a litera] hell of 
endiess duration?’ asked Dr. Broughton 
yesterday. 

“This is a question that is today 4'- 
tating the minds of the _ theological 
world. On every hand we hear it dls- 
cussed pro and con. I have been keep- 


ing up with this discussion. I have tried 


to view it from an impartial standpoint. 

“There are three classes amongst US 
that are engaged in it. First, there 18 
the class that denies any sort of pun- 
ishment after death, Second, there is a 
class that teaches a sort of punish- 
ment. Third, there is a class (tnat 
teaches a literal hell of endless dura- 
tion. In one of these three groups prac- 
tically all the religious teachers of (to- 
day can be found. 

“Now, it is not my purpose in What 1 
have to say to enter into any contro- 
versy with these three classes of teach- 
ers. What J want to do is to reveal the 
Bible on the subject. For myself, I 4am 
thoroughly convinced that the Bible 
‘teaches a literal hell of endless misery, 
and in saying this, I feel the force of 
what I say. It is not a pleasant posi- 
tion to take. I know of nothing tnat 
gives me more pain than to sit down 
and face this awful fact. I have loved 
ones and friends who, so far as |] can 
see, are on their way to this awful dam- 
nation, and when I think of it all, 1 am 
caused to shed bitter ‘ears for them. 

“I know that unless they turn to 
Jesus Christ and get saved that they 
will spend their eternity in this torment, 
and they seem to have no fears, hey 
are immovable. This is one reason why 
it is so painful for me to meditate upon 
hell, and I must think that it is the 
same with everybody else. The Wo.--- 
simply does not want to face the 18sue. 

“For years I tried to evade it. it 18 
s0 much more in keepi with our feel- 
ings and inclinations 0 .leave it out. 
There are many more things taught !n 
the Bible thar please us and make us 
feel good. But iuis is not the way to 
study the Bible nor is it the way to 
preach. My commission, as a preacher, 
is to ‘preach the word,’ and whatever I 
find that the word teaches I am, as an 
honest, faithful preacher, to declare. 

The Bible Teaching. 

“What then does the Bible teach about 
hell? In getting a true answer to (nis 
question, I have tried to go through the 
scriptures and study them with all the 
light and help that I could get, from 
our translations and from the original 
language, that I might know what to 
say. Hence, I do not h@pitate to say 
that the conciusions that I have reached 
are such as to claim the homest and 
careful consideration of those who may 
be inelined o differ with me, | am 
speaking not as one without prepara- 
tion. 

“To begin with, let me say that the 
question itself presupposes that the 
Bible, and the Bible alone, is to decide 
“he issue. Does the Bible teach a@ lit- 
era! hell of endless duration 

“It is impossible for us here to quote 
all the passages of scripture that relate 
to our subject, and it is impossible to 
give the conneciion in which the pas- 
sazes that are quoted occur. We shail 
have to be content, with an epitome or 
many of the strongest passages that we 
find in the New Testament, that relate 
to punishment after death, 

“Luke 16:23; ‘And in hell he lift up 
his eyes, being in torments, and seeth 
Abraham afar off, and Lazarus in his 
bosom.’ : 

‘‘Matt. 25:46; ‘And these shall go away 
into everlasting punishment; bur the 
righteous into life eternal.’ 

“Matt. 25:41: ‘Then shall he say unto 
them on the left hand, “Depart frown me 
ye oursed into everlasting fire prepar- 
ed for the devil and his angelis.’”’ 

“Rev. 20:15: ‘And whosoever was not 
found written in the book of life was 
cast into the lake of fire.’ 

“Rev. 14:10: “The same shall drink of 
the wine of the wrath of God which 
is poured out without mixture into the 
cup of his indignation; and he shall be 
tormented with fire and brimstone in the 
presence of the holy angels, and in the 
presence of the lamb.’ 

“Matt. 3:12: ‘Whose fan is in his 
hand, and he will thoroughly purge his 
floor, and gather his wheat into his 
garner; but he will burn up the chaff 
with unquenchabie fire.’ 

“Rev. 19:20: ‘And the -beast was tak- 
en, and with him the false prophet that 
Wrought miracles before him, with 
which he deceived them that had re- 
ceived the mark of the beast and them 
that worshipped hig image. These poth 
were cast alive into a jake of fire 
burning with brimstone.° 

“Lake 12:5: ‘But I will forwarn you 
whom ye Shall fear; fear him which 
after he hath killed hath power to cast 
into hell; yea, 1 say unto you, ‘fear 
—, 

“Matt. 8:12: ‘But the children of the 
kingdom shall be cast Into outer dark- 
ness; there shall be weeping and 
gnashing of teeth.’ 

‘John 6:29: ‘And shall come forth; 
that they have done good, unto the 
resurrection of life; and they that have 
done evil, unto the resurrection of 
damnation.’ | 

“2 Thes. 1°90: ‘Who shall be punished 
with everlasting destruction from the 
presence of the Lord and from the glory 
of His power.’ 

“Judge 7: Even as Sodom and Gomorr- 
ha and the cities about tnem in Hke 
manner, giving themselves over to for- 
nication and going after strange flesh, 
are set forth for an example, suffering 


the vengeance of eternal fire.’ 

‘Matt. 3:29: “But '_he that shall 
blaspheme against the Holy Ghost hath 
never forgiveness, but is in danger of 
eternal damnation.’ 

“Rev. 14:11: ‘And the smoke of their 
torment ascendeth up forevér and 
ever; and they have no rest day nor 
night, who worship the beast and his 
image, and whosoever receiveth the 
mark of his name.’ . 

The Valley of Burning. 


“We are forced to the conclusion that 
the writers of the New Testament, 
including Jesus himself, taught pun- 
ishment after death, and that this pun- 
ishment was physical; that the soul 
and body are to share in it. 

“There art three Greek words in the 
New Testament translated hell. Hades, 
Tartarus and Gehenna. The word 
hades means ‘the world of the dead, in- 
cluding both bad and good.’ Tartarus 
means ‘the underworld of darkness.’ 
Gehenna is taken from ‘the valley of 
Hinnon,’ which is just outside of Jeru- 
salem, in which the garbage and filth 
of the city was dumped and burned. 
It is said that the fires of this gar- 
bage heap never died out. It burned 
day and night. 

ow, Jesus uses this picture to il- 
lustrate the character and the dura- 
tion of hell. ‘Where their worm dieth 
not and the fire is not quenched.’ 
» werever the word hell in the New 
Testament is used, it is with one of 
these three meanings, either the world 
of the dead, including both bad and 
good, or the underworld of darkness, 
or the eternal burning fires in the gar- 
bage heapand in either case, there is 
nothing but the thought of punishment 
that stands out; and Jesus himself set- 
tles the question as to what kind of 
punishment it is, by the use of the 
word Gehenna, which refers to the 
valley of eternal burning. | 

“No wonder the world shudders when 


ing against sin. 
gave us our Bible likewise used it, in 
all the history of the church wherever 
the fact of God and His judgment and 
punishment for sin is proclaimed there 
is to be found the purest and cleanest 
form of moral life. : 

“And this is the need of the present. 
The altruistic form of preaching, to the 
almost total neglect of the rigorous dec- 
laration of the law of God, has just 
abut miade the church a powerless fac- 
tor in the salvation of the race. Qh, that 
we could swing beck to the days of our 
fathers in thig respect, when sinners 
were arraigned before the bar of God's 
law and justice. It is there that mercy 
is appreciated. 

“Pollok in his ‘Course of Time,’ is 
laughed at by the sentimental weaklings 
of today. They say that his presenta- 
tion of hell is ridiculous. They class 
him along with Dante and others who 
have described its punishment in such 
vigorous termg and figures, and they 
have ridiculed the lot of them. But who 
has not felt and appreciated the mercy 
of God after reading these lines: 


“Through al] that dungeon of 
fire, 

I saw most migerable beings walk, 

Burning continually, yet unconsumed; 

Forever wasting, yet enduring still; 

Dying penpetually, yet never dead. 

Some wandered lonely in the desert 
flames, 

And some in fell encounter fiercely met, 

With curses loud and biasphemies that 
made 

The cheek of darkness pale.’

Lost the Consciousness of God.

You have failed to 
preach God as ever-present with us to} 
bless and judge us in our daily lives, | 
and, too, in failing to preach God 
and get a grip on the consciences of, 
men, you have failed to impress His 
law of justice and of punishment.’ 

“I believe that this judge was right. 
I believe that the one thing needed 
today is not so much more statutory 
law, but more of the gripping of the 
consciences of men and women with 
the law of God. We need to be made to 
feel that God is with us; that He is right 
iby uS every day and every hour: that 
His pure and holy eye sees us and judges 
us; that every deed ig recorded against 
us. We need to be made to feel the 
day of His wrath, when He will heap 
vengeance upon sin.

Literal Fire and Flame. 


‘Dives said of himself, ‘I am tortured 
in these flames.’ Jesus described it as 
‘everlasting fire where the worm dieth 
not and the fire is not quenched.’ John, 
banished upon the Island of Patmos, 
with his eyes touched by the finger of 
inspiration and the curtain between 
him and future worlds removed, de- 
ecribed it at ‘a lake of fire and brim- 
stone.’ Old Isaiah, the prophet, raises 
the’ question, ‘Who among us _ shall 
dwell with the devouring fire? Who 
among us shall dwell with everlasting 
burnings.’ ° 

‘‘We must remember that the resur- 
rection of the body is as much for the 
wicked as for the saved.

The Holy Spirit can- 
not portray to the mind of man “he ex- 
tent of the punishment of the lost soul 
in hell. Hence, if you will, he uses a 
figure—the figure of eternal fira But 
even this does not argue that the pun- 
ishment is not literal. 

“And this punishment is eternal. The 
same word that gives us the duration 
of heaven gives use the duration of 
hell. It is a word translated ‘eternal,’ 
‘everiasting,’ ‘forever and ever.” Go 
ing back into the root meaning of these 
expressions we find that they are iden- 
tical in both cases; that is, the same 
words used to describe tthe duration of 
heaven are used to describe the dura- 
tion of hell.

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IMPROVED IMPLEMENTS AND MA- 
CHINERY. 

' In last week’s issue it was suggested 
that the true redinedy for the real and 
the apparent scarcity of labor was a 
“more general adoption of tmproved 
methods in the household, the store, the 
shop and on the farm.” So far as farm 
labor is concerned the suggested remedy 
is a plea for high farming. The ar- 
gument is not at all new, for every 
agricultural writer and lecturer for gen- 
erations past have been urging upon 
farmers the advantages to be realized 
in the use of improved implements and 
machine methods, instead of antiquated 
tools and hand work. Yet a large ma- 
jority of southern farmers have hardly 
more than commenced progress in this 
direction. .Of course, there are a con- 
siderable number, of progressive, tp-to- 
date farmers, who are on the lookout 
for every labor-saving implement and 
device that promises to still further less 
the amount of purely manual labor. 
This is a hopeful fact, and it is grati- 
fying to note it. The demand for high- 
grade farm tools and machinery is ten- 
fold greater than it was twenty years 
ago. Factories for their manufacture 
are springing up here and there all over 
the south. Large dealers in implements 
and machinery manufactured elsewhere 
are becoming quite common, and the 
farmer is not obligea, as formerly, to 
send to Massachusetts or Chicago or 
to Kentucky for what he wan‘ed. 

But there is plenty of room for still 
further fmprovements and development 
along this line, and it is the object of 
this article to stimulate still more the 
desire of the farmer for the best that 
is to be had in the way of helps to 
cheaper production, better systems, high- 
er farming, and larger profits. 

A very common reply, by the small 
and heretofore financially embarrassed 
farmer, to any insistance or using bet- 
ter plows and other implements, is that 
he “cannot afford it.”’ 
especially in the case of the hard-work- 
ing small farmer—that he cannot afford 
to do without such improvements. A 
big farmer, with an accumulated capital, 
or inherited wealth, may afford to do 
poor farming, because he has other 
sources of income. But the man who 
has but a small farm: (and possibly a 
rented one at that), smal] capital and 
a family to support, cannot afford to 
do poor farming. True, he may strug- 
gle on for years, keeping himself and 
his boys, as they become old enough, at 
the plow and the hoe, eking out a living 
and keeping out of debt, denying him- 
self and his family what ought to be 
considered the ordinary advantages and 
comforts of life—a good home, a house 
supplied with good and aitractive fur- 
nishings, a good education for the boys 
and girls, plenty of books and journals, 
etc. But a life without*these advantages 
and pleasant home surroundings, a life 
of toil and self-denial and hardship and 
ignorance is more or less a failure, and 
is far beneath the privilege and oppor- 
tunity of a strong, healthy man in this 
“free and independent” country. 

If a farmer is at present able to 
own but one mule, or one horse, let 
that one be of such size and physical 
ability as to somewhat justify the time 
and guiding hand of a man. As soon 
as possible he should have at least 
two work animals—for not only is it 
poor economy for a man to follow, or 
permit a hired laborer to follow, a 
one-horse plow or drive a one-horse 
farm wagon—but it is impracticable to 
perform certain operations on the farm 
in a satisfactory manner with but one 
work animal. One of the commonest 
sights in a small farmer’s field is a 
600 or 700-pound mule drawing a ten 
or twelve-pound plowstock, cutting (as 
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fa plow), a furrow slice not wider than 


six or eight inches, nor deeper than 
three or four inches; or when used as 
a cultivator, cutting and stirring not 
more than twelve or, eighteen inches 
and requiring a round trip to clean 
out a three-foot cotton middle. 

So, one of the very first steps in the 
line I have fndicated is to get better 
livestock, not work animals alone (but 
first), and all other animals—cows, 
hogs, chickens, etc. 

Some wise man said that “he is a 
benefactor who causes two blades of 
grass to grow where one grew before.” 
It might be paraphrazed, or at least 
extended by a laudation of him who 
shows how one man may do the work 
that used to require two. That is just 
what is the primary object of all ma- 
chinery—to enable one man to do the 
work of two or more men. The sec- 
ondary obfect is to do better work 
than could formerly be done.

I would appreciate an answer’ very 
much.

Answer: I do not see what would pe 
gained by operating simply a cotton seed 
huller and separator. What you want is 
& farmers’ cooperative cotton seed oil 
mill, for the purpose of dividing the 
cotton seed into cotton oil, cotton meal, 
cotton hulls and cotton linters, the 
first and the last being only mercnant- 
able, while the meal and the hulls are 
both merchantable and at the same time 
available for use on the farm. 

As a feedstuff the hulls are only use- 
ful as roughage and cannot be compared 
with a ¢oncentrated feed such as cotton 
seed. The meal is better feed as well as 
better fertilizer than cotton seed. You 
would not have occasion to ask this 
question, if you had read the bulletins 
of the Georgia experiment station, or 
even the columns of this Farm and 
Farmer's page of the Constitution. 
Write to Georgia Experiment Station, 
Experimnt, Ga, for copy of Bulletin 
No. 75. 

Answer: The grass of which you sent 
a speciment is nothing else but ‘‘cheat,”’ 
an old and formerly well known pest of 
the wheat field.

If you are particularly de- 
sirous to sow that land in oats next 
month I advise that you mow the 
weeds and pea vines and cure them 
and haul them to your barn and then 
turn under the stubble as quickly as 
possible. I would much prefer to sow 
the oats about the middle to last of 
October, according to the “one fure- 
row’ plan, so often described in this 
department. In turning under the 
stubble let the plow run five of six 
inches deep and harrow the surface 
smooth before sowing the oats. 


WILD CLOVER—TO ERADICATE. 


Mrs. M. IL. C., Newnan, Ga.—Will you 
kindly advise me how to proceed in arn 
effort to eradicate “wild clover” from my 
lawn? Said lawn was in bermuda for 
years. Several years ago I noticed a 
small plot of wild clover among the ber- 
muda. In course of time this spread 
until the bermuda on one side of my 
lawn was entirely killed out. I then had 
the ground well plowed where the roots 
of trees would permit, spaded and raked 
and after applying lime and fertilizer 
sown in fine grass. I got a fairly good 
stand of bluegrass and spread the wild 
clover all over,the lawn. At this time 
I have some bluegrass in shady places. 
The rest of the lawn is covered with wild 
clover. Now I want to try to shade out 
this wild clover and sow again with 
lawn grass seed. I appreciate the value 
of cowpeas for this purpose, but would 
rather use something that would not 
prevent using the lawn another season. 
I thought of trying red clover, but am 
ignorant as to how and when to plant, 
what kind and amount of fertilizer to 
use, where to get good, clean seed, what 
amount of seed I should buy. My soil 
is naturally a heavy red clay, runs to- 
gether and packs close. Size of plot of 
ground about 40 by 130 feet. 

Answer—By the term “wild clover” Il 
am not certain that I know what plant 
is intended, but presume it is Japan 
clover, or lespedza striata. If so, the 
proper way to destroy it is to plow it 
up thoroughly before it ripens its seed, 
which it will do early in October. It is 
strictly an annual plant and comes up 
every spring, not from the old roots, but 
from the seeds that were matured the 
preceding fall. If you will do the work 
thoroughly and at once you will have 
very little next year. It would be well 
to plow it up (not necessarily deeply) 
and harrow the surface two or three 
times between now and first of October 
and then sow, preferably, crimson clover 
(an annual) which would make a pret- 
tier lawn than red clover. Sow about 
25 pounds of seed per acre, or 3 pounds 
on an area the size of your lawn. If 
the ground is rich enough to grow blue- 
grass it will not need any fertilizer for 
the crimson clover, but if not rich, scat- 
ter broadcast about 125 pounds of !0—4 
acid phosphate at the time you sow the 
seed, which should be about the middle 
to last of September.
